Proudly across Canada

As | write this column, | must admit that my mind is only 

half on it as | am also thinking about an upcoming visit to 
Toronto. Like Vancouver, Toronto has become an 
important market for Outlooks as we grow and 
expand our scope nationally. Many of you will have 
already noticed new writers and editorial depart- 
ments from other cities across Canada since our 
Pride issue in June of 2001. 


Last August, we expanded our Vancouver distri- 
bution and demand very quickly reached {5,000 
magazines per month—a number that is still 
growing. in fact, B.C. now has their own special 

magazine entitled Outlooks A-List Vancouver, which 
only B.C. residents receive in their monthly copy of 
Outlooks. With strong local readership and adver- 
tiser support, this is currently a twelve-page 
magazine with its own editor and local writers. 


In December of 200!, we began our expansion in 
Ontario and now deliver 2,000 issues monthly in 
Ottawa, !2,000 in Toronto and thousands more in other 
cities throughout Ontario. Recently, we have added Toronto photographers and colum- 
nists in order to provide some central Canadian viewpoints and reflect our eastern 
expansion. 


Overall, we have reached almost 600 distribution points from Newfoundland to 
Vancouver Island, including Yellowknife. This makes Outlooks truly the nationai voice of 
Canada’s GLBT community, while stil! maintaining some iocal content and other editorial 
with broader appeal. Our head office may be in Caigary—the renowned 
“Cowtown’—but our people are in the Maritimes, Ontario, Manitoba, Vancouver and 
Victoria, all contributing their own unique perspective for all Canadians to enjoy. As our 
advertising base expands into these markets, we intend to continue this growth for the 
benefit of our readership from coast-to-coast.

Canada this summer shouid be abie to find local Pride celebrations listed for the city they 
are visiting. 
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Everyone her2 at Outiooks iooks back on these achievements with our own sense of 
pride and we loo forward to sharing our Pride celebrations with you, our valued reader. 
To borrow a slogen from the mainstream press, we feel like “The little paper that grew”, 
especially for Canada’s GLBT community. Share the pride with us and be sure to partic- 
ipate in your locai ceiebrations in june, july or August. After joe Clark officiated as the 
Pride Parade marshal in Calgary last year it gave everyone in the city a sense of accept- 
ance, and many other benefits sprang forth from that one event. Remember, you're not 
counted if you’re not out participating, and numbers are impressive to the greater 
community in any demonstration. 


By this time next year, we look forward to many more issues of Outlooks circulating 
across Canada, reflecting your community. Happy Pride! W

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Re-defining pride 


EDITORIAL

Give some of us a silver lining and we'll start looking for a cloud. 


For what it’s worth, every year, about this time, it occurs to me that the biblical 
injunction against pride is a lot more specific than is its injunction against homosexu- 
ality. Few in our community could quote, if pressed, any of the obscure biblical refer- 
ences against homosexuality—or sadly, even some of the lovely homoeroticism found 
in the book of Psalms—but every mother’s son of us has been told since childhood 
that pride goeth before a fall. (Actually, what the Bible says in Proverbs is:“Pride goeth 
before destruction and a haughty spirit before a fall”, but I’m quoting the Bible 
according to Mom.) 


Regardless, it doesn’t bode well unless we're talking about the inevitable autumn 
that eventually follows the early summer celebration of Pride Day. So, every year, it 
makes me wonder if,as a community, we're getting too big for our britches, perish the 
thought. And every year, | take comfort, not from the Bible but from my good old desk 
top Merriam Webster Pocket Dictionary, wherein ‘pride’ is defined in two ways. 


The first (and the kind from which the good book enjoins us, | suspect) is simply 
‘conceit. The second is ‘justifiable self-respect’ and that’s a whole different kettle of 
fish. With all due respect to the ink-stained wretches who laboured over the King 
James translation, | don’t think this is the kind of pride they had in mind. And if it is, 
then the housing market in hell is even tighter than it is here in Toronto, because it’s 
a kind of pride that adds to life, not subtracts from it. Sure, it’s a kind of pride that 
can get thousands of us out for an annual street party, particularly when the weather’s 
glorious, the men are beautiful and the booze is flowing. But it’s a deeper, more abiding 
thing, as well—and let’s not forget it. 


It’s the kind of pride that has led us to say to the straight historians: “We know it 
was not your intent, but in sweeping the sexuality of great men in history under the

carpet and pretending that they were just one of the (straight) boys, you’ve robbed us 


of our roots. It will take years, even generations, for us. to reclaim that history, but | 


slowly, surely we are doing it, refusing any longer to simply ‘pass’ in a straight world.” 


It’s the kind of pride that many of us felt, along with tremendous grief, when dying 
friends insisted that the world know that they died of AIDS and not of cancer or some 
other “respectable” disease. 


Certainly, it’s the kind of pride that compelled, in no small part,a young man named | 


Marc Hall to refuse to attend his prom with his boyfriend masquerading as buddies, 


best friends or under any of the ruses we once used. Sure, he could have transferred | 
to another school that was more accepting of his lifestyle, but his parents had paid | 


taxes into this system for years and this is where his friends were. 


It’s also the kind of pride that makes many of us introduce the people we love, the 
people with whom we share our lives, not as “friend,” “roommate” or “housemate” or 
any of the myriad other ways polite society used to prefer. Today, we opt instead for 
terms like “partner,” “lover,” “spouse” and the like—words while still imperfect tell the 
world we are not ashamed of who we are or what we are or who we love. 


It’s the kind of pride too that leads more and more of us to decorate our homes, ~ 


our cars and even our places of business with the ubiquitous rainbow flag. Sure, some 
people use it as a way to capitalize on the gay demographic, but for most of us, ! hope, 
it’s simply another way of saying to the broader world:““We’'re here and we will not be 
ashamed.” 


It’s the kind of pride that keeps us fighting our own government and will keep us 


fighting until, finally, we are recognized as full participants in a society of equals. | 


Despite the fact that we are funding both sides of this fight-as taxpayers on one side 
and as donors on the other-we fight on. 


And because of that, it seems to me, we deserve a damn good blowout at least once 
ayear. W

me proud to be gay and involved in the GLBT community. The choice of whom to write 
about was difficult, most of my friends were stumped but | think once you read on you'll 
agree that these individuals are outstanding (excuse the pun, | had to use it). 


Heather Mackenzie (left) - Owner & General Manager: The Looking Glass 

It wasn’t until recently that Heather decided that she needed 
to branch off on her own as a businessperson, and thriving on 
challenge, create something new. The Looking Glass, a fine 
dining restaurant with a lounge bar, is housed in a three-storey 
Victorian house, fully restored with the character of an old 
home but the modernization of a new bar. Heather’s warmth 
in this establishment can be seen throughout, from the recep- 
tion at the door to the food on your plate—no wonder why 
Heather answers to the nickname “Mummy”. 


There were, of course, obstacles in opening a restaurant, from licensing to new building 
codes complying with Victorian restoration, but the hardest setback was an explosion of 
fountain equipment a month before opening. Most of the establishment was completely 
ruined, but Mackenzie was aided by her partner Debra Hyslop, designer Christine 
Plunkett and most of her staff who worked tirelessly to re-construct The Looking Glass. 
“With the help of so many people, that are 100 percent behind you and the project, it 
keeps you motivated”, Mackenzie expresses as she reflects on one of her proudest 
moments. With very few restaurants and bars available in Toronto where lesbians feel 
comfortable, Heather has given the village some renewed spirit. “If | give strength to 
other women in the community, | think that’s a good thing,” says Mackenzie, who's looked 
upon by many as an inspiration in the queer business world. 


Marc Hall - 17 yr. old gay activist 

In a solid month of media attention, court hearings and 
personal attacks on his character as a homosexual, seventeen- 
year-old Marc Hall has persevered. With the help of his family, he 
launched an injunction in early April to lift a ban by the Durham 
Separate School Board that prevented him from taking his 
boyfriend to his high school prom. Before Hall was informed of 
that by his high school principle, he was a quiet student who 
earned excellent grades at Monsignor John Pereyma Catholic 
School. The injunction set off controversy within the school board on the treatment of 
gays, on gay rights vs. the Catholic Church. It also resulted in enormous and unexpected 
media attention, and a lawsuit that could eventually have to lead to a Supreme Court Trial. 
Throughout it all, Marc Hall persevered and stated, “All | want is to go to the prom with 
my boyfriend.’ After all the support from high-profile politicians like Industry Minister 
Allan Rock, and stars of Queer As Folk and PrideVision TV, and despite disparaging remarks 
about Marc’s hair colour and the speculation that he and his boyfriend would grope each 
other at the dance, a decision was made hours before the prom by Justice Robert 
McKinnon. Applying only to the prom night, Judge McKinnon ruled that the gay teenager’s 
Charter right to be free from discrimination oversees the school board’s right to 
promote religious morality.What few remembered during this whole media frenzy is that 
Marc is still a young boy, and an institution that was entrusted to care for him was, in fact, 
fighting against him. The courage that it took to begin this fight goes way beyond what 
some of us summoned when just coming out to our parents. It’s admirable that it all 
came from one person who just wanted to celebrate his one-year anniversary with his 
boyfriend. 


Nina Arsenault - Gay Jay, Co-host of Locker Room on 
PrideVision TV 

When Nina Arsenault was young, she knew she was different, 
but she took comfort in the belief that there were others like 
her. Coming from a small town, she thought that she was 
definitely gay, and her confusion lay in the belief that all gay men 
wanted to be women. It took one trip to Toronto to under- 
stand that her belief didn’t ring true. For a long time Nina lived 
as a gay man, performing drag shows in the evening. However, after viewing one of her 
performances on videotape she was horrified to see that she didn’t look like a woman. 
It was then that she made the decision to begin the change. It took leaving her profes- 


sion as drama professor at York University, with two Masters degrees, and entering the 
world of Internet porn, to afford the costs of cosmetic surgeries. After more than thirty 
surgeries later, long bouts of depression and constant injections of hormones, the trans- 
formation was complete. Arsenault still had a tough time adjusting to how she looked 
and was looked at by others, even after the surgeries.““The doctor might chisel down your 
nose, or take down your chin or shave your jaw, but he doesn’t take away your insecuri- 
ties,” expresses Nina, who always felt like the unattractive academic student when she 
was younger. Opportunity came for her to build on her confidence through friend Josh 
Levy, who placed her as co-host on Locker Room. Nina also involved herself in other 
projects: as a peer counsellor for the transgendered at The 519 Community Centre in 
Toronto, and acting in a principle role of the yet to be released Canadian horror feature, 
Do U Like To Watch? Even though Nina is among Canada’s most famous transgendered 
personalities, she still stays humble, “! can’t go around throwing attitude, ‘cause girls will 
be like, ‘Bitch | remember you two years ago with that big ‘ol nose and man-face, and you 
were in the sex industry just like the rest of us’”. 


For all the people I’ve written about in this article, | have to say, | admire them whole- 
heartedly. If you get a chance to meet them during Pride this year in Toronto, don’t just 
give them a pat on the back, give them a hug. Let them know that they make our commu- 
nity stronger, and that you’re proud of them. After all, isn’t that what Pride is all about 
anyway? W

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Twenty Canadian choruses will 
sing in Toronto at Second 
Canadian GALA festival

Twelve members of the Calgary Men’s Chorus are flying to Toronto to sing at the 
Second Canadian GALA Festival, June 21-24. 


This is the second time the Calgary Men’s Chorus has participated in such a festival, 
as some of the current members also performed at the First Canadian GALA Festival 
in Edmonton in May of 1998. That festival, hosted by Edmonton’s Vocal Minority, 
attracted singers from all across Canada—from the Maritimes to Vancouver Island. 


The tremendous success of the inaugural festival prompted participants to plan a 
second event in four years’ time, and the Second Canadian GALA Festival, hosted by 
Toronto’s GLBT mixed chorus, Singing Out!, will be held this month. 


Organizers for this year’s festival have again attracted twenty choruses to participate 
in the event. The first evening of concerts involves four groups from Toronto—Forte 
(Men), IRIS (Women), and two mixed choruses—Rainbow Voices of Toronto, and the 
host chorus, Singing Out! 


The Festival continues on Saturday afternoon, with performances by Bridge City 
Chorus (Saskatoon, mixed), Calgary Men’s Chorus, Women Next Door (Halifax), Tone 
Cluster (Ottawa, mixed) and the Waterloo-Wellington Rainbow Chorus (mixed). 


Saturday evening, the concert program will include Synergy (the ensemble from the 
Vancouver Men’s Chorus), Synchronicity (the ensemble from A Vancouver Women’s 
Chorus), the Ottawa Gay Men’s Chorus, A Vancouver Women’s Chorus, a mixed 
ensemble from Toronto called Oasis Jazz Ensemble, and Vox Femina, the women’s 
chorus from our nation’s capital. 

On Sunday, Le Choeur Ouvert (Montréal, mixed) performs, as do Prairie Pride 
Chorus (Regina, mixed), Vancouver's Rainy City Gay Men’s Chorus and Winnipeg's 
mixed chorus, the Rainbow Harmony Project. The finale for the evening will feature the 
Vancouver Men’s Chorus. 

During the weekend, many festival participants will be rehearsing to prepare a 
performance in one of the Festival Choruses—either the Women’s, Men’s or mixed 
Festival choruses. These performances have always been an electrifying experience for 
the audience, and a tremendous opportunity for the singers to develop musically. 

Perhaps one of the best aspects of the Festival is the chance to meet other 
musicians, to create and renew friendships and to hear the stories and songs from 
choruses all across Canada. Outlooks extends very best wishes to all participants in the 
Canadian GALA Festival! W

So when Northern Light Theatre announced its new choice for the position of AD for its 
2002/2003 season, a collective gasp of surprise was heard in Edmonton. Welcome to the 
helm, Trevor Schmidt. 


Schmidt’s association with Northern Light has been a long one, spanning the regimes 
of its two previous ADs: D. D. Kugler and Sandhano Schultz. Schmidt appeared as an actor 
in Kugler’s production of Women Beware Women and was nominated for Outstanding 
Supporting Actor for his efforts. And, under Schultz’ reign, Schmidt became a mainstay of 
the annual Carnival Of Souls, Theatrical Halloween Festival, writing a new play every 
Hallowe’en (in addition to the three new 
plays a year he wrote for his own company, 
The Unconscious Collective.) 


Last spring, during the Sterling 
Nominations for excellence in theatre, 
Schmidt and his Unconscious Collective 
found themselves in a wicked hat-trick: three 
of Schmidt’s new plays were nominated in the 
Outstanding Independent/Collective 
category, leaving room for only one 
other nominee: perennial fave David 
Belke. As the laughter and applause 
died down, Schmidt’s distinctive 
voice came from the back of the 

room: “Now I'll never win!” But win he did. 
And when, during his tearful acceptance speech, he thanked the other nominees, Belke 
called “You're welcome!” from the audience.

Schmidt graduated with a Bachelor of Fine Arts from a four-year program at the 
University of Calgary in 1991, having majored in acting with a minor in costume design. 
He was granted permission to leave the program early after being accepted into the 
Master class program (Advanced Actor’s Class) at The Banff Centre for the Arts, where 
he received the Sidney J. Riske Foundation Award. The majority of the next eleven years 
were spent dividing his time between acting, directing, designing and playwriting. 


Schmidt has been a ubiquitous presence in the scene for years now, equally adept in 
the role of actor, playwright, designer and director. “l work to create evocative, 
thoughtful, simple productions that examine with humour, and without self-pity, the 
innermost dreams and losses that batter and strengthen the human spirit,” states Schmidt 
on what he wishes to accomplish with Northern Light Theatre. “There is no moral 
decision, no judgement, only the raising of questions that leads an audience out of the 
theatre space thinking... or more often than not, leaves them sitting in their seats as the 
house lights rise.” 


This will come as no surprise to fans of Schmidt's work, which skillfully weaves the 
ordinary with the bizarre, a funny, twisted combination of the unusual and the unsettling. 


The Saskatoon-born artist, who confesses that his dad is “Mr. Dressup” and his mom 
is “just like me,” was raised in Calgary, graduated the University of Calgary with a BFA and 
also attended a master class in Banff. For a 
stint in Toronto, he was one of three appren- 
tices for a group called Soulpepper. Schmidt 
began directing when he was fifteen, but the 
creative bug began earlier: in Grade |, he 
played Peter Pan. “No flying...| ran and 
pretended to fly,’ he recalls. In Grade 2, he 
would rush through his reports and school- 
work so he could make plays. In Grade 4, he 
understudied the lead for the school play. 
He still remembers the song, and begins to 
sing it to me across the table:“Goodbye, you 
sissy, goodbye!”

Schmidt’s first season as AD will be 
unveiled June | 1. While the full details will 
remain under wraps until that date, Schmidt 
did allow me a glimpse into what he has 
planned. Eventually the season will consist 
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of four plays per season, with one being a piece of Schmidt's own work. This season, he’s 
taking a break from producing a play of his own (for the first time in years). It is, he claims, 
one of the benefits of running a theatre with funding—a bit of choice. 


Not that his work will be completely absent from the Edmonton stage: at this year’s 
Fringe Festival, The Unconscious Collective will be producing the next in a long line of 
spoof disco musicals (the ‘Tis a Pity She’s aWhore became Too Bad She’s a Big Ol’ Slut under 
Schmidt’s inspiration); this year, a disco retelling of the Cleopatra story, entitled Kiss My 
Asp. Hallowe’en will remain the season of the witching hour, as Schmidt is keeping the 
Carnival of Souls as an anchor to the season, but more on the original Urban Tales model. 
There will be a major presentation in December, plus the spring will feature a multimedia 
production, a piece that Schmidt mysteriously refers to as “immediately contemporary, 
from the pen of an Alberta playwright; slightly futuristic.” 

The finale is a dark, poetic work by Asian-American writer Naomi lizuka, a work 
Schmidt describes as an obscure three-part play that was originally commissioned as part 
of an evening of ghost stories. “It reminds me of my own work,” says Schmidt. “It’s a 
thinking man’s bloodless version of |! Know What You Did Last Summer. It’s three intersecting 
monologues, it’s mysterious...you don’t know what’s going on. There’s even poetry in the 
stage directions. lizuka writes the way | wish | could write. The piece contains darkness 
coupled with a weird sense of hope.” 


Schmidt’s vision will guide NLT back into the dark, but with laughs and illumination. W

Cute 
cowgirls, sunny weather, shirtless men and tight Wranglers are enough to make anyone’s 
temperature rise. On Friday, June 28, the ninth annual Canadian Rockies International 
Rodeo (CRIR) begins at Symon’s Valley Ranch in Calgary. The Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo 
Association (ARGRA) has been planning since last August to make this year’s Rodeo the 
best ever for competitors, spectators and participants alike. 


The CRIR is one of the most unique rodeos to be held on the IGRA (International Gay 
Rodeo Association) Bud Light Rodeo circuit, combining hot rodeo action, hotter enter- 
tainment and an authentic western camping experience all in one place.

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OUTPOST VANCOUVER 


A day in the life...

Living in Vancouver’s laid back West End can really make a person wonder whether 
we've finally outgrown the Pride movement. Do we still need a special day to parade 
our sexual orientation? Not according to all the outward signs. Gays are concen- 
trated in Vancouver’s Davie Village like nowhere else in Canada. Men here often stroll 
hand-in-hand, and double sets of rainbow banners adorn lampposts for as far as the 
eye can see. In a few blocks of this thriving neighbourhood, you'll find dozens of our 
coffee shops and restaurants, Little Sister’s bookstore, and the F212 steambath. You 
can join a gay hockey team, a gay library or a gay theatre company. You can see a gay 
doctor or dentist or attend a gay support group. We have our own community 
centre, film festival and ski week. Bars like Pumpjack and the Fountainhead are wide 

open to the street, unlike the old barricaded storefronts 
which once characterised our watering holes. We've 
come a long way. 


Indeed we've come so far and made such progress 
that it’s become safe and even fashionable in recent 
years to engage in Pride-bashing. In many cities 
across Canada and in the U.S., the Pride movement 
could fall victim to its own success. Last summer in 

Vancouver, the annual Pride Parade (held here 
each August) drew 120,000 people and pumped 
a staggering $22.7-million dollars into the local 

economy. It’s enjoyed steady growth for the 
past twenty-four years. So what’s the problem? 


For me there is no problem, except we may 
be bashing Pride for all the wrong reasons. I’ve 
never shared the view that Pride Week has 
become just another medium for selling 
advertising. That the raucousness and chaos of 
early parades has been supplanted by well- 
ordered columns of clean-cut clones 
bearing corporate logos. 


Vancouver Pride 2001: Indulgence in 
moderation is always a good thing. 


I’ve never understood the mindset that 
fears business and shuns advertising dollars for our big public events. It’s lucky 
mainstream jazz festivals and auto races aren’t constrained by our purist standards. 
Be as anti-corporate as you want; but at least accept that it costs big bucks to sweep 
up the trash after the party’s over. Who's to pay for clean up, security, crowd control, 
street closures, permits and liability insurance? Besides, the participation of our 
business partners is tangible proof of our progress. A few short years ago any 
association with the gay community would have been a kiss of death. How times have 
changed. Now we take pot-shots at the entrepreneurs who not only want party with 
us, but are also willing to pay a portion of the bills. 


If you feel the parade has fizzled into a lacklustre line up of flatbeds, bored politi- 
cians and listless marchers—what have you done for Pride lately? A few years ago 
when | worked on a company entry for the Vancouver parade, | had visions of a giant 
float, with thousands of fresh flowers, a choreographed drill team and original theme 
music. What we ended up with was a white rental truck with a banner on the side. 
That modest entry represented months of planning by a committee, donation of 
personal time, money from the company and funds out of pocket. 


It’s easy to sneer at the efforts of the thousands of people who put a show 
together for little or no return. We want Mardi Gras, Thanksgiving Day, the Rose 
Bowl, St. Patrick’s and the Santa Claus Parade all rolled into one. On top of it all, we 
demand diversity, commercial purity and profound social significance. Too bad that in 
real life you sometimes have to settle for a go-go boy with a hangover and droopy 
thong. 


I’m grateful that the novelty hasn’t worn off for me. On parade day | still feel 
excitement when thousands of gays and lesbians spill into the neighbourhood and 
crowd the streets. | look forward to seeing drag queens emerge from the shadows 
in full makeup, defying the noonday sun. | thrill to bare-breasted women boldly 
wrapping their thighs around big throbbing Harleys. I’m close to tears when Parents 
and Friends of Lesbians and Gays show such unconditional support for their kids. 
I’m proud of the cops and fire-fighters and schoolteachers who feel it’s important to 
march. From the youth groups to the crazy girls who march under the banner 


“Menopausal Old Bitches”, | love it all. Assault me with dance music, shower me 
with cheap plastic beads and pelt me with condoms of all colours. Bring it on. 


I’ve always viewed Pride in simple terms: it’s just a day to come out and have some 
fun. It’s the one day when we are truly a visible minority, a rare opportunity to show 
strength in numbers. We will not have outgrown Pride celebrations as long as we are 
enthusiastically denied so many options, privileges and protections that heterosex- 
uals take for granted. They need a prom date; we need a lawyer. 


We are constantly told to value diversity within our community, and all year long 
we take great pains to explain to each other what makes us different. We love being 
terminally unique. We go to great lengths to show how much we respect each other. 
So much so that we've even dropped the word “gay” from gay Pride, fearing we may 
violate the doctrine of inclusiveness. 


Diversity is fine, but let’s keep just one day out of 365 to look at what we have 
common. Finding shared values just might make us a stronger community. And that 
would be a real reason to celebrate. W

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Recently, the Eleventh Annual 

Canadian Conference on HIV/AIDS 

Research took place in Winnipeg, 

Manitoba. The conference 

comprised four tracks of study and 

presentation: Basic Science, Clinical 

Sciences, Epidemiology & Public 

Health and Social Sciences. It was an 

opportunity for professionals and 

community people to come together to 

share discoveries, current research and to identify areas of need in all 
areas of HIV/AIDS research in Canada. 


“This conference highlights and shows the high level of HIV research 
in Canada,” says prominent Canadian HIV/AIDS researcher, Dr. Mark 
Wainberg of McGill University, “It also validates that competition makes 
for excellence and creates opportunities for new people to enter into 
this area of critical work.” 


It is sometimes in difference that we find the greatest similarities. 
For many years now, social scientists, communities and public health 
professionals have been gathering information on HIV/AIDS and looking 
for trends. These trends are used to develop prevention campaigns to 
stop the spread of HIV and to target programs for taking care of those 
infected. The Social Sciences track made a presentation, wh 
intended for a specific target audience, had broad application to our 
lives. It was the HIV/AIDS Prevention Programme of tt e ; Centre for 
Spanish Speaking Peoples in Toronto. 


Data was drawn from interviews with men who identified as gay 
(50%), homosexual (30%) and bisexual (20%). The interviews identified 
six key themes which has an impact self-identity, sexual identity and 
overall wellness. Many participants in the study were from countries of 
origin where repression, homophobia and discrimination were experi- 
enced. The result was a feeling of a devalued self which impacts 
decisions around sexual partners, safer sex and even seeking support if 
HIV positive. This is similar to the results of individuals studied who 


have migrated from small towns to larger cities. There is a culture

Taboos around discussing sex, homosexuality and HIV/AIDS was 
another theme. When these topics are taboo, the chance to get infor- 
mation and make informed choices are greatly limited. While we have 
made great strides on human rights in Canada, there is still a long wa) 


to go to change the spoken and unspoken taboos around HIV/ADIS 


issues.

Shades of grey

On May 2nd, my father succumbed to the inevitable 
after a long and valiant struggle with cancer. In the 
period of time between his diagnosis in 1998 and his 
death, he suffered a number of indignities both physical 
and emotional. One of these was the surgical removal 
of his larynx, a procedure that reduced his distinctive 
“James Earl Jones rumble” to a strange prosthesis- 
generated quack. As he was going into the hospital to 
have the surgery done, | asked him if there was 
anything | could do for him. “Yes,” he said, still sounding 
very much like himself. “Just keep being you and | will 
always be proud.” 


| must admit (and I’m sure you'll agree) that the 
sentiment seems a bit “movie-of-the-week” when revisited in print, but it was an honest 
and reassuring exchange nonetheless, and not one that many gay sons have the privilege 
of sharing with their fathers. That was two long years ago and | hope—for better or 
worse—that | have been able to keep up my end of the bargain. | qualify that statement 
because the value of “just being me” is truly a matter of perspective. To those who know 
me from a distance, | am boozy, loud, lecherous and spiteful. To those in closer proximity, 
| possess a number of far more noble (though arguably less evident) qualities. In short, | 
am the sum of my parts. We all are; there are no pure saints and there are no complete 
sinners. And as we grow older we tend to gain a greater appreciation for the many 
wonderful tones of grey that each of us brings to the world. | would hope that this, too, 
apply to the gay community—the “family”, as we are increasingly becoming known. 


As we head into the summer months, colour will be the name of the game: rainbow 
flags and pink triangles will abound, carried, worn and celebrated by GLBT citizens of 
every stripe. Criticism of our community spectrum will also play a key role in Pride festiv- 
ities, both within and without. Members of the political and religious right will bristle and 
denounce the outrageousness of our “chosen” lifestyle, while those affiliated with the 
GLBT political left will call for more aggressive demonstrations of community “other- 
ness”. And, somewhere in the middle, to varying degrees, the rest of us will debate the 
validity of assimilation against a background of oiled bodies and blaring disco music, 
leather harnesses and sequinned gowns. Funny thing is, despite being such a colourful 
celebration, Pride really is much more about acknowledging our many shades of grey. 


Regardless of how each of us feels about the “media bait” in our community—from 
drag queens and leathermen to gyrating circuit boys and dykes on bikes—the bottom line 
is that we are a community. The sum of our parts, for better or worse. Nevertheless, 
many of these elements are a source of controversy and we have quite handily proven 
that our family can bicker as well (or is that poorly?) as its nuclear counterpart. The 
nature of our annual celebration could not be more clear—the name says it all. And 
casting stones within our ranks because we don’t all fit some idealized or hetero-friendly 
mould is not something to be proud of. In fact, it seems suspiciously like the type of 
behaviour we were trying to avoid when we created a subculture for ourselves within the 
larger population. If reaching the bottom rung on the ladder of social equality means we 
must lower ourselves to such pettiness, then perhaps it’s time to find an alternate route. 
As we celebrate society’s diversity, let’s not forget to celebrate our own. Be proud of 
yourself and be proud of each other. Share that encouragement throughout your circle 
of friends and beyond. To some, this may be reminiscent of the hypocritical “goodwill t’ord 
men” tossed around so freely during the various December holidays we recognize in one 
way or another. Perhaps it is. Could it help? Maybe. Could it hurt? No. It’s certainly 
worth a try. At this time of year, it is important to be proud; it is even more important 
to be kind. 


If we are to believe the wit and wisdom of Kermit the Frog, it’s not easy being green. 
It's harder still to be grey—but that makes what colour we do possess seem all the 
brighter.

The importance of being 
Rupert 


By Benjamin Peters 


Rupert Everett has discovered that, in Hollywood, one can be a little too earnest. 
Make that earnest as in truthful, honest and forthright-but also make that earnest, in 
the best Victorian euphemism, as being openly gay. 


In 1997, the lean, lanky Englishman was the toast of Tinseltown. He had just stolen 
the romantic comedy My Best Friend’s Wedding out from under the feet of its star Julia 
Roberts and by all accounts with her permission. As Julia’s confidante, Everett 
charmed test audiences so much they 
demanded his character be inserted into 
the final scenes of the movie. In the 
original ending, Julia’s character was seen 
with someone she meets at the wedding 
of Dermott Mulroney and Cameron Diaz 
after unsuccessfully trying to sabotage 
their happiness. Audiences wanted her to 
be at the wedding with Julia. Actually, 
even though it was obvious Rupert’s 
character was gay, they wanted him to be 
with Julia. 


Studios were lining up to talk to 
Rupert. 


Julia had let the movietown moguls 
know that Everett was a writer as well as 
an actor and that he had several 
completed scripts in his back pocket and 
several more on some back burner. Lo 
and behold, the openly gay 
Rupert was talking about openly 
gay screen heroes. He said he’d 
like to be the next James Bond when 
Pierce Brosan retired but, before that, he had an idea for a movie about a gay super 
Spy. 

Rupert and Julia insisted they wanted to do at least two more films together and 
his movie The Next Best Thing, which he’d written with Mel Bordeaux, was quickly 
snapped up and put on the fast track for production. He was also signed on to play 
the villain in Inspector Gadget, Oberon, King of the Fairies in A Midsummer Night's 
Dream and the philandering socialite in Oscar Wilde’s An Ideal Husband. 


The Next Best Thing 


What a difference a five years and a couple of reality checks can make. 


Everett is currently starring in Oscar Wilde’s most famous comedy The Importance 
of Being Earnest. But what about all those other plans? All those other projects? All 
those other offers? 


Everett says he was serious about wanting to play James Bond but knows that it 
was the wildest of pipe dreams. “America would never cast a gay guy as James Bond. 
The 'Bond' franchise is the biggest franchise in the world. They are not going to take 
chances with that one. It has to be as safe as possible,” says Everett. Still, he feels he 
would make a good—no, make that great—Bond. 


“James Bond has got to have a real tongue-in-cheek sense of humour. Most of 
those films are about humour. What was really great about Sean Connery and Roger 
Moore is that they always managed to swing those dreadfully corny lines—and made 
it very amusing when they went to beat the s*** out of them,” he says. “I can do that; 
it’s what | do well.” 


However, even Everett’s gay spy movie has been shelved. “The studio | was working 
with didn’t want to make the spy movie | wanted to make because | didn’t want to 
make a spoof,” Everett says. “They wanted a kind of Austin Powers movie where the 
gay thing was played for laughs. | wanted to do something where the character just 
happened to be gay. He'd be an even more vicious and ruthless spy but he was also 
gay. He would be every bit as competent in every area as the traditional spies. He 
just happens to bed men instead of women.” 


Everett learned something he should have known: Hollywood is not prepared to 
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put gay men on the same pedestals they put straight men or gay men who play the 
straight game. An openly gay man is a still a scary thing in Hollywood. 


It was pretty much accepted that lan McKellen deserved this year’s best supporting 
actor Oscar for his performance as Gandalf the Grey in The Lord of the Rings: The 
Fellowship of the Ring. But McKellen had put the fear of the gods into the Oscar estab- 
lishment back in 1999 when he was nominated as best actor for Gods and Monsters. 
In his interviews, McKellen said he wanted to win because it was time an openly gay 
actor accepted an Oscar when so many gay actors and actresses had hugged the 
statue without being honest about their sexuality. Gay designers, directors and 
producers had received Oscars and made veiled references to their sexuality but he 
promised he'd be far more open. 


Bad move Sir lan. 


Bad move Rupert for saying you felt Hollywood was ready for a gay superhero or 
a gay super spy. 

And where was Julia Roberts when the unnamed studio put the kibosh on Everett’s 
project? Had Roberts agreed to star in it and brought in a few of her big name 
buddies like George Clooney, Brad Pitt and Matt Damon (in the same way they did 
Ocean’s Eleven) that movie would have been made. But Roberts is not prepared to 
buck the establishment and neither are her friends. They know how their bread is 
buttered and how to butter bread in Hollywood. 


Meanwhile, Everett will continue playing gay characters or flamboyant Englishmen 
of dubious sexuality. More than eighteen months ago, Everett completed a bizarre 
comedy called Unconditional Love. It’s from P.J. Hogan (who directed My Best Friend’s 
Wedding) and stars Kathy Bates, Julie Andrews, Jonathan Pryce. It also features 
cameos by Barry Manilow and Sally Jessie Raphael. 


Wonder why it hasn't been released? Just listen to a plot summary courtesy of 
Rupert and judge for yourself: 


“There is no other film like this film because it’s like a thriller, a musical, a comedy 
and a love story. Kathy Bates is an agoraphobic housewife who never leaves her 
house. She’s married to Dan Aykroyd. The morning the film starts, there’s this 
famous, famous singer played by Jonathan Pryce—who is a kind of a crooner and who 
has a huge, huge fan base of overweight middle aged women. He always sings with a 
glass of champagne in one hand and always dances with one woman from the 
audience. He’s Kathy’s whole life. She wins tickets to his Chicago concert but a serial 
killer who’s on the loose in Chicago kills him. Kathy decides to go to her favourite 
singer’s funeral in Wales. In Wales she keeps hearing about the singer’s valet and she 
finally discovers that, not only was the singer not attracted to women, he was a drag 
queen.”

If a gay super spy is too bizarre for mainstream America, this one may also have its 
share of problems getting off the runway. Watch for it to go the art house circuit or 
direct to video. Rupert Everett deserved much more than fifteen minutes of 
fame—he was ready to be earnest in every sense of the word. He was ready to take 
Hollywood by storm; the problem was that Hollywood wasn't ready for Rupert on 
the terms he was offering. W

I was pleased to have an opportunity to write about the intriguing history of the gay 
community for June, a time when we celebrate past accomplishments and anticipate a 
brighter future. | watched Before Stonewall and After Stonewall, two PBS video documen- 
taries with a gay friend to obtain a perspective of gay history. | was astonished to discover 
the positive outcomes of the gay 
movement in terms of recognition and 
the promotion of equality. As a youth,

For some this wasa__ collective past. Although the 
bridge to freedom documentaries focused 

primarily on events in the 
United States, Canadian flags were 
visible in the crowd at nearly every march, protest and gathering. 


In the early 1900s, “homosexuality” was considered a vulgar word. Sexual education 
did not exist, and gay males who dared to reveal their orientation were often thrown in 
prison or committed to psychiatric institutions. Surprisingly, the only secretive way to 
indicate homosexuality was to wear a red necktie. Gay men would also cruise parks in 
the evening, hoping that another gay man would be out doing the same. In the 1920s, a 
Bohemian sub-culture evolved which allowed communication among gay individuals. 
However, there was hardly freedom of expression. Homoerotic literature was censored 
and could not outright contain the word “lesbian” or “homosexual”. World War Il 
temporarily put the progression of this communication and cultural development on 
hold. Many homosexual males joined the army, and lesbians also assisted in the war effort. 
After the war, gay soldiers refused to return to rural America, and many stayed in the 
cities, especially New York. A few gay bars opened, but were generally short lived. 


In 1948, Dr.Alfred Kinsey authored a groundbreaking study which showed that as many 
as thirty-seven percent of males had encountered a same-sex experience. The Kinsey 
Report was widely published and homosexuals began to realize that they were not 
alone—there were many more people just like them throughout the country. However, 
the “red scare” era soon began and by the end of the year, the country had swayed to 
right-wing ideologies. Government rules prohibited homosexual employees, and many 
were investigated and fired. Some were even asked to have sex with others for covert 
investigations. Depression was prevalent among homosexuals, and there was increasing 
social pressure to get married and have children. Gay people felt trapped and betrayed. 
Some gay people entered into a heterosexual marriage to relieve the social stigma. 


In July of 1950, a group of gay men formed the Mattachine Society in Los Angeles, the 
first gay organization in the United States. The group published gay-oriented magazines, 
including ONE Magazine and the Mattachine Review. These publications were useful in 
uniting the gay community by reaching isolated individuals. Several years later, psycholo- 
gist Dr. Evelyn Hooker published a study which compared gay and heterosexual males. It 
concluded that there were no significant differences caused by sexual orientation, and 
that homosexuals were not more prone to being mentally ill than heterosexuals. At this 
time, the bar scene was improving, but many homosexuals were still being arrested. In 
One instance, a paddy wagon was backed up to the entrance of a gay bar and everyone 
was loaded into the vehicle and taken to prison. Those who were arrested at gay estab- 
lishments would be released the next day, and their names were published on the front 
page of the morning newspaper. Police departments even went as far as training young, 
good looking undercover officers to persuade other males to have sex so that they could 
be arrested. In 1965,a protest was organized at the White House, bringing much needed 
Publicity to the gay movement. 


The cracks in the oppressive social system were beginning to show, and finally broke 
wide open on June 29, 1969. Police raided the Stonewall Inn, a gay establishment in New 
York. But much to the surprise of the police, the bar patrons fought back. The riots 
gained momentum and continued for several days. In the end, police equipment was 
damaged, several people were hospitalized and homosexuals from around the country 
were united. Many individuals learned about the gay movement through Stonewall, and it 
was ultimately a major turning point for homosexuals everywhere. They would no longer 


live their lives in secret and continually fear acts of prejudice and injustice. They were 
ready to stand up for themselves, and to take on anything in their path. 


The gay movement steadily evolved over the next few years. A massive march was 
organized to commemorate the one year anniversary of Stonewall. The Gay Activists 
Alliance was formed in Europe in 1971. And finally, in December of 1974, homosexuality 
was taken off of the list of mental illnesses. San Francisco was becoming a haven for gay 
people from all around the country. Sex was rampant in the community as many men 
frequented bathhouses and other gay cruising areas. In 1975, Time magazine had its first 
gay man on the cover, and the first gay march on Washington occurred in October of 
1979. However, a setback occurred when gay San Francisco City Supervisor Harvey Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone were brutally assassinated. The murderer was convicted of 
manslaughter and given a “slap on the wrist” sentence. This resulted in huge riots at City 
Hall and in the Castro district that lasted for several days. The community had showed 
that it was truly united to fight injustice. 


During the early 1980s, the numbers of gay individuals coming out was growing 
dramatically. Everything seemed to be pointing toward a better future; however, the most 
difficult battle had not yet been fought: AIDS was about to enter the scene and nearly 
decimate the gay community. On July 3, 1981 the New York Times ran a story entitled 
“Rare Cancer Seen in 41 Homosexuals”. This was the beginning of the AIDS epidemic 
that painted a bleak picture for the community. Right-wing religious leaders called it the 
homosexual plague and God’s punishment for immoral behavior. Gay individuals were 
afraid—not only for their own health, but afraid that the achievements and progress of 
the gay movement would be eroded. 


A tragic tidal wave of AIDS deaths came in the late 1980s, totaling nearly 100,000 
people. Drugs were extremely expensive, some not very effective and were out of reach 
for many AIDS victims. Activists became incensed that the government was not assisting 
the sick. They formed a group called ACT-UP to protest the Food and Drug 
Administration, wearing white lab coats covered in bloody handprints. Privately managed 
support groups assisted those dying of AIDS with rent, food and medical care. The Great 
March took place in Washington in 1987 and united almost one million gay people from 
around the world. Unveiled at the march was the AIDS quilt which has become the most 
powerful symbol of the devastation of AIDS. The quilt features custom panels which 
contain the names of many who have died from the illness. The quilt is currently so large 
it takes 1,000 people to unfold it and covers the size of twenty-five football fields. It 
weighs fifty tons and has been seen by over fourteen million people. In 1989 the quilt 
was nominated for a Nobel Peace Prize. 


The 1990s brought increased sexual education and a significant effort by the commu- 
nity to slow the spread of HIV by promoting safe sex methods. The gay lifestyle became 
visible all across the nation, even in small towns and rural areas. In 1992, President 
Clinton attempted to lift the ban on gays in the military, but compromised with a “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. Celebrities such as Ellen DeGeneres and Canadian music sensa- 
tion k.d. Lang came out of the closet. However, the senseless murder of Matthew Shepard 
in 1998 once again united the community and its opponents, and showed that there is still 
more work to be done. 


The history of the fight for equality by the gay community is truly exceptional. Many 
freedoms we take for granted today have been purchased by brave individuals, who were 
willing to stand up for justice, and sacrificed their jobs and sometimes even their own 
lives. Take the time this June to celebrate and reflect upon the many accomplishments in 
our proud history, and continue the evolution of the movement by speaking out in your 
own life for equality and justice. W

Where good friends meet...

1967—Calgary’s first bar for 
gays lesbians opens

They say that to know where you're going, you have to look to your past. During a 
conversation among friends one night, stories emerged of Calgary’s gay and lesbian life in 
the days before the bars, before gay liberation, and before police liaison committees. The 
tale is a fascinating one of hard work and dedication by many individuals who started the 
first gay and lesbian organization—The Scarth Street Society—and subsequently, made 
Calgary’s first gay bar—the Club Carousel—a reality. It struck me during this conversation 
that many of us take the current gay scene in Calgary for granted; it seems as though the 
bars, clubs and coffee shops have just always been there and that places to meet and mingle 
with other gay and lesbian people have always existed. As this story reveals, such is not the 
case. While the details of this story are particular to Calgary, every city has its own gay 
history to relate. Jack and RB are two individuals who were involved “way back when” no 
gay bars, no Imperial Court, no GLBT community associations existed in Calgary. This is 
their story. 


Jack: When | came to Calgary, in the mid-’60s, the only thing going was the ‘pit—the 
Kings Arms Pub in the lower level of the Palliser Hotel, and across the street from that the 
beer parlour at the Carleton Hotel [situated on the site of what is now the Pan Canadian 
building]. Back then, the liquor laws in Alberta were such that men and women had separate 
entrances to bars—a men’s entrance, and one for ‘ladies and escorts’. The Kings Arms was 
a men’s only bar, and the women gathered at the Cecil Hotel. Although not gay bars, there 
was an area in each pub where “gay and gay-friendly” folk could go to quaff a glass of beer. 
They were well-known spots, and popular with a regular crowd. After the Calgary Tower 
was built, we used to joke that where else would a bunch of gay men gather but at the base 
of the largest phallic symbol on the prairies?! The fun part of that was that everyone knew 
everyone. If a stranger walked in, they got invited to a table right away. 


RB: From my point of view, it was the fear of going through that door [to the 
pub]... VVondering “Who's there? Where do you sit? Who's going to talk to me?” | was 
shy and unless | went in with someone, it was difficult for me to go in— 


Jack: —Except in that bar it was not a problem...people were always friendly...you 
don’t see that anymore today...not to the same extent. So, we used to gather there, 
especially on Friday and Saturday nights. You’d put a dollar on the table and you could stay 
all night. Beer was ten cents a glass. If the money ran out, everyone just put another dollar 
on the table and carry on. From there, we used to organize house parties. One of our 
friends lived in Charleswood, which then was a long way out—and we would party there 
or at the apartment where my then boyfriend and | lived. I’'d collect a dollar from every- 
body, go to the liquor store and buy as much beer as the money would allow. I’d go home, 
empty the fridge and fill it with beer. Everyone would come over to our place and party 
the night away. This went on for quite awhile. Needless to say, my lover and | moved 
frequently in those days, as we were evicted regularly from our apartments! So, it became 
imperative that something else be organized. | remember at one of the parties that a few 
of us gathered and had a meeting in the middle of the party. Initial ideas were thrown on 
the table, and various people who were interested volunteered to help. We decided we 
needed to get a space that wasn’t in someone’s home so that we could get together and 
party. 

RB: Property was found—a lease from Henry Libin—at 1207 - | Street SW. The clean- 
up and renovations were done quickly as we had to pay rent and needed the nominal 
entrance fee, one dollar, to cover expenses so no one was out of pocket for too long. 


The original name of First Street SW was Scarth Street, but since the name had fallen 
into relative obscurity and we were attempting to be somewhat discreet, we thought it was 
a great name to use for our society. The place needed to be totally cleaned up and redone. 
There was dirt on the floor several inches thick. When we started cleaning it off, we discov- 
ered tiles underneath it that we couldn’t even see. We had a week from the time we 
acquired the property to our opening night. Everyone involved would come over right after 
work and spend all night cleaning, painting and building the bar. We hadn't come up with a 
name yet. As we were working, we discovered an old can of Carousel brand paint, with a 
drawing of a carousel horse on the label. And that was it! The Club Carousel was born. 
Someone painted three similar carousel horses on the wall by the dance floor. Because it 
was in the basement with a very low ceiling and no windows, we wanted to make the place 
as light and bright as we could. We painted in bright circus colours—we even at one point 
put tin foil on the walls to reflect more light! 


Word of mouth let the gay population as well as the police know where we were and 
what we were up to. On opening night—Friday—the police came, warned us that if we 
were there the next night they would arrest us or charge us. The next morning, some of 


us had a meeting to decide what we were going to do. Many of the people who had been 
involved initially with the organization had to drop out. They were either teachers or other 
people with a public profile who didn’t dare be discovered in “‘a place like that”. So.ne of 
us, however, didn’t have jobs like that, and didn’t have that much to worry about if our names 
got into the paper. True to their word, that night—Saturday—the police came and charged 
us with operating a cabaret without a license, which required us to appear in court on the 
next Monday to answer the charges and make a plea. We made a plea of not guilty and 
were given time to get a lawyer and prepare for trial. At this time, Harvey Ghitter made 
himself available to the group and quickly arranged for us to apply for a charter under the 
provincial societies act, to become a “Non-Profit Charitable Society”, of which the 
“Carousel” was the meeting place for our members. Thus by the time we went to trial our 
application was approved as a society and the original police charge was thrown out of 
court as we were classified as a Social Club [open only to members and their guests] and 
not as a cabaret.” 


Jack: The fact was that they didn’t want a gay club in Calgary, and wanted to shut us 
down as soon as possible. They couldn’t quite come out and say that, but they made it very 
plain when the case eventually ended up going to court. I'll always remember that during 
the proceedings, the cop testified that he witnessed men dancing with men and women 
dancing with women. The judge cut him off, and said, “Please stick to what’s relevant here. 
This has nothing to do with the charges”. That’s when | knew which way this case was going 
to go, The judge would not allow the cop to mention that he saw guys kissing each other, 
but rather made him speak only to the actual charge. So the Club Carousel continued. All 
the money we made was turned back into the club, or donated to charity—as was the 
mandate of the charter of the Scarth Street Society. We all volunteered our time, cleaning 
the premises, working behind the bar and so on. No one made any money personally from 
the club. 


RB: | think it’s most important to note that all these events in Calgary to form the 
Society and open the Carousel served as the framework for organizing and starting the first 
gay clubs in Edmonton, Saskatoon, Regina and Winnipeg; changing the gay social scene on 
the prairies dramatically. 


The men have interesting stories to tell about their efforts to donate funds for charitable 
causes, and of the origins of the Imperial Sovereign Court of the Chinook Arch (ISCCA), 
which began as a branch of the Scarth Street Society. Watch for more on those stories in 
Part Two of this article, appearing in the July issue of Outlooks.

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Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource 
Centre Turns Thirty

Business has never been more brisk at 
Winnipeg’s Rainbow Resource Centre, the 
country’s longest continually running 
GLBT advice and resource centre. The 
centre is housed in an old and somewhat 
cramped building on Osborne Street, right 
in the heart of the “gay village” as it’s long 
been known. It began existence in the 
winter of 1971/72 on the campus of the 
University of Manitoba and had several 
addresses before its final move to Osborne 
Street in 1988. 


The centre has a phone line offering help 
and advice to people coming out or dealing 
with orientation-related issues. It also 
offers meeting rooms _ for 
discussion groups and has a 
well-stocked library with over 
3,000 volumes. Though it has a 
part-time executive director 

working just fifteen hours a week, it’s 
basically run by volunteers and has never been flush with cash. For the Rainbow 
Resource Centre, there is absolutely no pot of gold anywhere in sight, but it has played 
a major role over the past three decades in helping educate the public about gay and 
lesbian issues.

The “gateway”

The centre relies on donations for an operating budget of around $25,000 a year, 
but space is cramped and there is a real need for more core funding for basic opera- 
tions. In the past year requests for help from the centre jumped from 17,000 to 
26,000, or about fifty percent. They included requests for information, counselling, 
legal advice, meeting rooms, training and human rights advocacy information. The 


phone line deals with queries from across the province and occasionally from across 
Canada. 


Treasurer Chris Vogel says he’s been surprised by how rapidly gay and lesbian rights 
have moved forward in the past two decades. Vogel believes the jump in demand for 
services reflects the increased openness and vibrancy of the GLBT community and 
notes that many requests now come from straight people who want to learn more. 
Employers and teachers may seek advice and brochures on anti-homophobia training 
sessions in the workplace or school. Healthcare institutions and social services 
providers are also seeking information and help. 


Though the centre operates on a shoestring, it has had several federal government 
grants for specific projects, such as its Breaking Barriers program, which creates and 
delivers anti-homophobia training to healthcare, social service and education profes- 
sionals. “The centre has played an important role in helping people come out to 
themselves, their friends and families,” says Vogel. “They meet and talk in a safe place 
and get the information they need. Then there is almost a lockstep progression-they 
become more activist and help push forward changes and reform in society.”

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One of the great assets of the GLBT community, he says, is that they are not openly 
visible through skin colour and they are not economically marginalized like so many 
other minority groups who have faced discrimination. “Many oppressed groups live in 
chronic poverty or are easily visible, but our strength is that we have a choice in being 
visible or invisible. We also come from every area of society and every economic 
group.” 

Vogel also notes that many people feared a major backlash from straight society 
once the GLBT community got organized and became more vocal in demanding fair 

_treatment:.“‘It just did not happen,” he says. “A lot of people just got educated and 
overcame their prejudice and the AIDS epidemic may have helped in that respect. Our 
community could not realistically be ignored, but | am still surprised by how quickly 
‘we have made progress both legally and socially.” 


Vogel is optimistic that within two decades the resource centre won't even be 
needed anymore because being gay or lesbian won't be a big issue is society. A lot of 
ducation still has to happen and there are still legal challenges, but he is quite confi- 


dent the overall war is being won, one battle at a time. 


He says the Winnipeg centre has operated continuously since the winter of 1971/72 
and has never closed. “Centres were set up in Toronto, Vancouver, Calgary and 
Edmonton but none of them has operated as long and continuously as the Rainbow 
Centre in Winnipeg. We even ran a cable television program for fourteen years and 
put out 750 programs for gays and lesbians.” 


Lisa Passante, current president of the centre, says core funding is still a big issue 
and she would like the provincial government to help out on that front. “Resource 
centres in Ontario, Saskatchewan and British Columbia get provincial grants because 
they provide valuable services,” she says. “We did get one $10,000 grant from the 
province to help with anti-homophobia projects, but we really need help in the form 
of block funding. A part-time coordinator isn’t enough because you need help with 
preparing grant applications for specific projects and you almost need a coordinator 
of volunteers because we use so many of them.” 


The centre has recently started a drop-in counselling centre in conjunction with the 
Manitoba Adolescent Treatment Centre. It helps young Manitobans having problems 
with relationships and identity issues. It is also active in providing anti-homophobia 
training for teachers in training and for campus service providers at the University of 
Manitoba. 


Passante describes the centre as “a one-stop shop for anti-homophobia training” 
and says they have developed many valuable brochures and pamphlets over the years. 
“The social costs of homophobia are very high and governments, employers and 
professional groups are starting to recognize this,” she says. “We deal with a lot of 
serious training issues, but the resource centre also does fun things. It is a community 
meeting place.” 


Birthday events this year will include a gala dinner and dance in the fall at the Hotel 
Fort Garry. In addition, a “bad boys cruise” including strippers, dancers and contests 
on the MS River Rouge is being planned for August. W

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A small step forward

The glass may be half-full, it may be half-empty—but hey, at 
least there’s something in it. In May, Alberta’s Conservative 
government—notoriously anti-progress when it comes to gay 
rights—announced that it was going to revisit the idea of 
extending benefits to a variety of “non-traditional” couples in 
upcoming legislation. The proposed overhaul, which in some 
ways addresses a three-year old ruling on same-sex equal rights 

by the Supreme Court of Canada, would allow for a variety 

of non-conjugal relationships to be recognized under provin- 
cial law.

In essence, same-sex relationships would be viewed in a 
similar light as co-habiting siblings, long-term roommates or a parent and grown child, and 
all would fall under the heading of “adult interdependent partners”. 


In order to qualify as a recognizable partnership under the law, a co-habiting pair (of 
any description) would have to meet one of the following requirements: they have lived 
together for three years or more (unlike straight common-law status, which requires a 
commitment of one or more years); they have signed a “relationship agreement”; or they 
have had a child. 


Currently, only nine laws will be affected by the proposed changes, the most significant 
being the Domestic Relations Act, which provides an avenue for compensation if a legally 
recognized partnership dissolves. According to Alberta Justice Minister Dave Hancock, 
other laws (many of which would directly affect same-sex couples) will be reviewed over 
the next several months. It is expected that the final bill will expand over that period and 
be passed this coming fall or in the spring of next year. However, true to form, Premier 
Ralph Klein has indicated that public input would be sought through the expansion 
period, a move that might compromise some of the overhaul’s benefits to committed gay 


and lesbian couples. W

Count forward from the date you're reading 
this story to midnight, July 31S‘, and that’s 
exactly how much time you have to submit an 
entry for RSVP Since the national GLBT 
journalism competition launched in our sixth 
anniversary issue (March of this year), the e- 
mail inbox dedicated to RSVP has been filling 
up with entries and queries alike. If you have 
any questions or concerns about the competi- 
tion, please do not hesitate to contact us 
through rsvp@outlooks.ab.ca or toll-free at | - 
888-228-1157; we will endeavour to 
provide you with the answer(s) you 
need as soon as possible. This is a 
golden opportunity for emerging GLBT 
talents to flex their creative muscles and 
showcase their skills. And, for one lucky 
winner in each category, CDN$1!000 is up for grabs—a sum that could make a reason- 
able dent in anyone’s monthly bills or pay for one really fabulous night on the town. (For 
the truly dedicated writer, it’s a substantial amount of 8.5 X || paper with which to stock 
their printer.) 


The image that 
launched RSVP 


Initially, we primarily (but not exclusively) received submissions in both the poetry and 
photography categories, as these are both areas where people tend to maintain personal 
collections of their work. As we move closer to RSVP’s cutoff date, more and more 
material is coming in for the competition-specific categories of opinion/editorial and 
personality profile. Without resorting to that of the “toilet” variety (and it is tempting), 
humour is quickly bringing up the rear in entries. 


We are also in the process of short-listing our panel of judges for each category of the 
competition, and a complete list will be published in the next (July 2002) issue of Outlooks. 
For those of you who may have missed the article in the March issue, RSVP launched with 
six original categories: Humour, Book/Movie Reviews, Social Commentary, Poetry, 
Community Leader Interview and Photography. In April, Videography was added to the 
roster, making this a truly multi-media competition. As a reminder for those interested 
in participating, the following is a re-cap of the submission guidelines for each category. 


|. Humour: This category is for those who wish to 
submit work of a comical nature, material that may 
run the gamut from humorous anecdotal edito- 
rials to analysis of human nature, gay life or 
current events. Entries will be judged on origi- 
nality, style, wit and the ability to communicate 
humour in a direct and effective manner. 
Minimum length: 500 words; maximum length: 
1000 words. 


2. Book/Movie Reviews: Using specific and 
accessible selections from either medium, partici- 
pants will submit a review of a known gay-themed 
work. In the book category, the titles for review are 
Tales of the City (A. Maupin), Blue Heaven (J. Keenan) 
or Hood (Emma Donoghue). In the movie category, 
the titles for review are Torch Song Trilogy, The Birdcage 
or Better Than Chocolate. Participants may submit in 
either category, or both, and submissions will be 
judged on thoroughness, reasonable objectivity, 
style and the writer’s ability to share a viewpoint in an effective 
manner. Minimum length: 350 words; maximum length: 750 words. 


Ready? Set? Write! 


3. Social Commentary: Canada is one of a handful of world leaders in progressive 
GLBT human rights—agree or disagree? Participants are invited to reflect upon this 
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statement and discuss such issues as the global perception of Canada as a country, the 
internal struggles and strategies that brought us to where we are today and the potential 
future in store for our community based on this country’s “track record.” Entries will be 
judged on objectivity, thoroughness, concision and the ability to defend a position effec- 


tively. Minimum length: 750 words; maximum length: 1000 words. 


4. Poetry:As one of the most low profile areas in gay writing (“... the Cinderella of the 
book trade”—Norm Sacuta, Outlooks, December 2001), poetry has been included to give 
emerging GLBT poets an opportunity to express themselves. This is an open genre 
category, and everything from haiku to epic poetry is welcome. While there are no 
minimums or maximums for submission length, we ask that you keep your entries to a 
maximum of three poems. 


5. Community Leader Interview: Is there someone making a difference in your 
GLBT community? Share that person with us and showcase your interview skills by 
submitting either an informal Q&A (judged on quality of questions and demonstrated 
ability to follow a subject’s lead) or a written profile with quotes (judged on quality and 
relevance of quotes selected and the comprehensiveness of paraphrased and historical 
information). Minimum length: 500 words; maximum length: 1000 words. 


6. Photography: This division can include everything from photojournalism to artistic 
portraiture. And material may be submitted in black & white, colour, or a combination of 
the two. All entries will be judged on merit of composition, subject selection, quality of 
presentation and appropriateness of caption and the category requires a minimum of five 
shots and a maximum of twenty shots (this still applies if the submission is made in a 
combination of black & white and colour). 


7.Videography:This division of RSVP lets you call the shots and make a state- 
ment. Submissions can be hosted or “host-less”, must be no shorter than one 
minute and no longer than ten minutes, shot or transferred onto standard VHS 
tape(s), and somehow “play gay” (in the broader sense of the GLBT community, of 
course). All entries will become the property of Outlooks magazine and judges’ 
decisions are final. W
